ust as a palm reader can tell your for- 

tune by looking at various wrinkles 
on your hands, a winter botanist can 
learn the identity of a leafless shrub or 
tree by reading clues found on over- 
wintering twigs. All it takes is a little 
understanding of the morphology of 
twigs, a hand lens, a guide book, and 
the desire to commune with nature 
when the thermometer is advising 
otherwise. 

In botanical jargon, a “twig” is the 
end portion of a branch formed dur- 
ing the past season of growth. Twigs 
are set off from older parts of the stem 
by a ring of scar tissue called the end 
bud scar. This ring marks the point of 
attachment of last winter’s terminal 


bud. The age of a branch can often be

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determined by counting the sets of bud 
scale scars. 

Buds are embryonic branches that 
bear miniature leaves or flowers. The 
buds are often covered by one or more 
leathery scales. The number and ori- 
entation of bud scales can be useful in 
identification. For example, blueberries 
and whortleberries (Vaccinium) can 
be recognized by their buds consisting 
of two erect, non-overlapping scales, 
while willows (Salix) are easily identi- 
fied by their single, large bud scale. 
Most winter shrubs and trees in our 
area have numerous bud scales that 
overlap like roof shingles. One excep- 
tion is Canada buffaloberry (Shepherdia 
canadensis) which exposes its embry- 
onic leaves directly to the elements 
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without the cover of a bud scale. 
Twigs typically have a single ter- 

minal bud at the tip of the stem and 

several lateral or axillary buds. Oaks

Talk: Seed Banks: A root cause and 


partial solution to the current mass 
extinction. Ed Guerrant will take us on 
a historical tour of seed banks and their 
varied roles — both past and potential.

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State of Oregon Control Area Established for Arundo 


Donax 


he Oregon Department of Agriculture (ODA) adopted a permanent administrative rule, OAR 603-052-1206 to 603- 

052-1211, establishing a statewide control area for Arundo donax, effective December 12, 2012. The full text of this rule is 
available at http://www.oregon.gov/oisc/docs/pdf/arundo603_052_1206.pdf. Portland General Electric plans to use A. donax 
as a biomass fuel source to replace coal at their facility near Boardman, Oregon. The ODA rule, while acknowledging that A. 
donax is already highly invasive in some other States, allows it to be grown in Oregon as a bio-energy crop. Requirements for 


the control area include: 


¢ No planting, growing, or storage within 100 feet of riparian areas, wetlands, 


or 100-year flood plains 


e Planting and growing allowed only with an ODA permit 
e Annual fee of $2 per acre to cover cost of monitoring and surveys 


¢ Cleaning of of planting stock from outside Oregon and equipment leaving a 


production field 


e Green plants must be transported in covered or tarped container 
¢ Contractor/grower bond of $100 per acre to cover costs of feral plant detec- 


tion and eradication 


¢ Permit holder is responsible for eradication and monitoring for 3 years after 


ceasing production 


¢ Only variegated varieties can be sold for ornamental use 

e Plants outside of a production area will be eradicated 

As previously expressed, NPSO opposes all growing of A. donax in Oregon, 
due to its track record as a highly invasive species. Although a regulated control area 
has been established, there are grave concerns that the regulations are inadequate to 
contain plants within their production area, as they do not take into consideration 
propagation by seed, transport by animals, growth outside of wet ground, and inva- 
siveness of variegated varieties. NPSO compiled statements from several members to 
recommend that, based on scientific and historical data, the ODA increase surveil- 


lance and monitoring for escaped plants, with the annual fee and bond also increased 


to cover these additional costs. In addition, some proposed regulations supported by 
NPSO were not included in the permanent rule: maintaining a 1/4 mile buffer between plantings and water areas, prohibiting 
imported planting stock, and requiring plants to be baled and dried in the field. 
Thank you to everyone who sent comments and concerns to the ODA, your State Legislators, Te Oregonian, etc., and/or 
attended the ODA public hearings last fall in Hermiston and Salem. The NPSO Legislative Committee has been working on 
the A. donax issue for the past couple of years and is continuing to network and define NPSO’s next plan of action. For addi-

Siskiyou in Review, 2012

he highlight for the Siskiyou 

Chapter in 2012 was hosting the 
Annual Meeting July 13-15 at the Deer 
Creek Center in Selma. Around 160 
people registered with a half dozen 
more participating in the Saturday field 
trips, which included a variety of loca- 
tions that highlighted the diverse plant 
communities and botanical treasures of 
the Klamath-Siskiyou Ecoregion. 

We also hosted a spring wildflower 
show at the Northwest Nature Shop 
and the much grander annual July 4th 
Wildflower Show in downtown Ash- 
land. We tabled at two events — the 
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Environmental Film Festival in Ash- 
land and Save our Salmon at Valley of 
the Rogue State Park, hosted by Rogue 
Basin Coordinating Council. Other 
events that members participated in 
included identifying wildflowers for the 
Shady Cove Wildflower Show in May 
and pulling weeds for the Cooperative 
Weed Management Area’s annual Let’s 
Pull Together in June. 

The Siskiyou Chapter had mar- 
velous speakers at our nine meetings 
at Southern Oregon University. For 
our December Potluck at the Talent 
Community Center we had our first 
fundraiser — a silent auction and raffle. 
In addition, we organized 10 hikes to

local botanical hotspots, aside from 
the 14 hikes offered during the annual 
meeting weekend. Thank you to every- 
one who led hikes this year and shared 
your special places and knowledge of 
native plants with us. 

And our conservation chair wrote 
eight letters in support of native plants. 
Topics ranged from opposition to large 
scale planting of Arundo donax to rec- 
ommending additional protection of 
Signal Butte as well as the McDonald 
Peak and Hinkle Lake Botanical Areas, 
to asking for continued funding of the 
Bureau of Land Management’s native 
plant program.

Generic Twig Anatomy 


(Quercus) are an exception in that they 
typically have a dense cluster of termi- 
nal buds. Lateral buds are produced in 
the axil of stem leaves and always have 
a semicircular or triangular leaf scar at 
their base. The leaf scar represents the 


point of attachment of the old leaf and 


is covered by a layer of corky protec- 


tive cells. Each leaf scar contains one to 


several tiny dots or lines called bundle 
scars, remnants of the vascular strands 
of the leafstalk. The size and shape of 
leaf scars and the number and shape 
of bundle scale scars can be important 
features for identification. 

Most woody shrubs and trees 
in the Rocky Mountain region have 
alternate lateral buds and leaf scars 
(occurring singly at each stem node). 
A smaller group of species has op- 
posite buds and leaf scars (occurring 
in opposing pairs at each stem node). 


Among this latter group are the maples 
(Acer), dogwoods (Cornus), elderberries 


(Sambucus), and ashes (Fraxinus). 
A number of other structures can 
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be helpful in identification when pres- 
ent. [he presence of thorns (sharp- 
tipped modified branches, often with 


a

leaf scars) helps identify hawthorns 
(Crataegus), while remnant spines (de- 
rived from stipules) and prickles (epi- 
dermal outgrowths) serve to identify 
gooseberries (Rides) and roses (Rosa), 
respectively. Stubby branches crowded 
with leaf scars called spur shoots are 
characteristic of many cherries (Prunus) 
and serviceberries (Amelanchier). Warty 
lenticels, glandular dots, and presence 
or absence of hairs are other surface

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stem characters that may be useful in 
keying unknown species. Remnant 
leaves and fruits may also be of great 
value. 

A number of useful guides to win- 
ter plant identification have appeared, 
many of which are now, unfortunately, 
out of print. Classics like William Har- 
low’s Twig Key to the Deciduous Woody 
Plants of Eastern North America (1941), 
Morris, Schmautz, and Stickney’s 
Winter Field Key to the Native Shrubs of 
Montana (1962), and Winter Guide to 
the Native Shrubs of the Central Rocky 
Mountains by the Colorado Depart- 
ment of Game and Fish (1956) might 
still show up on ebay or a used book 
store. Ihe Peterson Field Guide West- 
ern Trees by George Petrides (1992) is 
an excellent contemporary reference. 
Many websites also help with identifi- 
cation: one that I have found especially 
useful is from the Burke Museum of 
Natural History and Culture in Wash- 
ington state (http://biology.burke. 
washington.edu/herbarium/imagecol- 
lection.php). 

Armed with one of these referenc- 
es, a hand lens, and the basics of twig 
morphology, you should now be able 
to identify most shrubs and trees you 
encounter during Utah's long winter. 


Ed note. A resource specific to Oregon 
and the Pacific Northwest that might be 
useful is Winter Twigs, Revised Edition: 
A Wintertime Key to Deciduous Trees 
and Shrubs of Northwestern Oregon 
and Western Washington by Helen 
Gilkey (2001). Universities and nature 
centers often offer classes on winter tree 
and shrub identification.

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NPSO Annual Meeting July 26 - 28: Explore the High 
Elevation Flora of the Elkhorn Mountains

he 2013 Annual Meeting of the 

Native Plant Society of Oregon 
will take place in Baker City July 26- 
28. The Elkhorn Mountains will be the 
focus of the field trips with a couple 
additional trips to the Greenhorn 
Mountains, and other nearby moun- 
tain ranges. Many people see the Elk- 
horn Mountains while travelling I-84 
between Baker City and La Grande, 
few people explore these mountains 
further. Consider this your opportunity 
to view some of the flora of Oregon 
that grows at high elevations. 
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A beautiful view of Twin Paes in th 


The Elkhorn Mountains are a ridge 
of the Blue Mountains in Northeast 
Oregon that run mostly north-south. 
The northern part of the range consists 
of granodiorite, a form of granite, of 
the Bald Mountain Batholith. The 
southern part of the mountains formed 
undersea from mud and cherts and 
metamorphosed into argillites over 300 
million years ago. While the Columbia 
River basalts define much of the Blue 
Mountains, basalt is lacking in the 
higher elevations of the Elkhorns. The 
Ice Age, ending about 11,000 years 
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ago, kept the Elkhorns Mountains well 
glaciated, creating the classic U-shaped 
valleys, and depositing moraines at the 
end of the glacial arms. 

The First Nations people, the Cay- 
use, Nez Perce, and Shoshoni/Paiute, 
explored, hunted and gathered food 
in the Elkhorn Mountains long before 
Euro-Americans migrated to the area.

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Board Meeting 
Highlights

he 2013 Budget was passed. Esti- 

mated income for 2013 is $35,275, 
with $25,979 brought forward from 
2012, for a total income of $61,254. Of 
the estimated income for 2013, $23,700 
is anticipated to come from membership 
dues and EarthShare Oregon contribu- 
tions. Estimated 2013 expenditures total 
$42,100. Major expenditures include 
the Bulletin ($8,500); membership 
dues sent to the Chapters ($8,400); 
Kalmiopsis ($5,500); grants and intern- 
ships ($6,250); Oregon Flora Project 
and other contributions ($5,700); and 
EarthShare Oregon dues ($3,400). 
Committee and other miscellaneous 
costs complete the budget ($4,350). 
New budget line items for 2013 include 
$200 for a Rare and Endangered Species 
Workshop; $600 for three student schol- 
arships to attend the Annual Meeting; 
and $200 for a Native Plant Conference. 

The Nominating Committee is 
still seeking three people to run for the 
Directors-at-Large positions. 

The NPSO Annual Report for 2012 
was approved, and will be posted on the 
NPSO website. It will also be sent to 
EarthShare Oregon. 

A new editor for Kalmiopsis is need- 
ed. Cindy Roché is stepping down as 
editor at the end of this year, and wants 
someone on board this year to help train 
them. The person should be a botanist 
to be able to properly proofread and en- 
sure botanical information makes sense. 

Charlene Simpson presented a writ- 
ten proposal to the NPSO Board to 
nominate an area in the Rogue-Siskiyou 
National Forest as the Veva Stansell 
Botanical Area. The Audubon Kalmiop- 
sis Chapter is going through the same 
process right now. The Board passed a 
motion for Charlene to develop a letter 
with Audubon to nominate the area. 

Board agreed to post information 
on scholarships and grants together 
and more prominently on the NPSO 
website. 

The NPSO webmaster, Sunia Yang, 
is looking for a co-webmaster. Chapter 
Presidents should ask their chapters if 
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anyone is interested. Sunia was asked to 
give the Board a description of the du- 
ties and the skills needed. 

Cecile Shohet (Rare and Endan- 
gered Species Committee) proposed 
putting together a committee to fund- 
raise for a Scientific Conference, then 
possibly passing it to another nonprofit 
such as Institute for Applied Ecology to 
put it on. She mentioned the California 
scientific conference model is to have 
student presentations. It was suggested 
that a Bulletin article be developed. The 
Board passed a motion to form a NPSO 
Scientific Conference Committee, and 
to amend the proposed budget to add 
$200 for this committee. 

Cecile Shohet proposed develop- 


ing a botanical education program of 


weekend workshops that are skills-ori- 
ented. Objectives include networking, 
stewardship, and teaching about Or- 
egon. Cecile suggests establishing a com- 
mittee to come up with a strategic plan 
to see where we want to go as an organi- 
zation and how we can educate people. 
It was suggested the NPSO membership 
be surveyed. 

Cyndi Dion informed the Board 
that the Oregon Community Founda- 
tion asked us to apply to them as a 
501(c)(3) organization. Cyndi sent the 
application, and is waiting to hear back 
from them. 

The next board meeting will be 
April 6 in Ashland (hosted by the Sis- 
kiyou Chapter).

choice, as set forth in rule 1, to be 
used toward tuition within the fol- 
lowing academic year.

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The first Euro-Americans to view the 
Elkhorn Mountains were most likely 
those in the Astor Overland Expedition 
of 1811. The Wilson Price Hunt party 
of that expedition, including Pierre 
and Marie Dorian, passed through 

the Baker Valley and saw the Elkhorn 
Mountains rising nearly 5,000 feet 
above the valley floor. Their route was 
the prototype for the Oregon Trail, 
which started a major migration of 
peoples westward in 1842. 

Gold was discovered in the 1860s, 
and many of the mines can still be 
seen throughout the Elkhorn Moun- 
tains. Some of the forest in the mid- 
elevations was logged for mine timbers 
and housing. The mineral prospecting 
impacted the vegetation additionally 
through the deposition of mine tailings 
on the hillsides and in the valley bot- 
toms. The towns of Granite, Bourne, 
Sumpter, McEwan, and Auburn were 
all gold rush boom towns around the 
base of the Elkhorn Mountains. 

While the gold rush was fading, 
domestic livestock use was increasing. 
Many of the high elevation hillsides 
were used intensively by cattle and 
sheep in the summers, to the detri- 
ment of the native plants. When the 
area came under the management of 
the U.S. Forest Service in the early 
1900s, the unregulated livestock use 
was reduced, allowing the vegetation to 
slowly rebound. 

Because of the decrease in plant 
matter caused by domestic ungulates 
in the late 1800s, the frequency and 
size of wildfires was reduced, impacting 
the native flora. The reduced frequency 
of wildfires allowed plants not accus- 
tomed to wildfires to increase, so today 
there are dense stands of grand fir 
where scattered ponderosa pines once 
thrived. 

The Elkhorn Mountains are the 
headwaters for the Grande Ronde, 
Powder, and North Fork John Day 
Rivers. Much of the North Fork John 
Day watershed is a designated Wilder- 
ness Area. Other parts of the range are 
managed for back country recreation, 
so hiking, horseback riding, and ATV 


use intermingle. The highest point in 
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Lomatium erythrocarpum(red-fruit desert- 


parsley) in fruit. It is found only in the Elk- 
horn Mountains of Oregon. 


the range is Rock Creek Butte, in the 
southern Elkhorns, at 9,106 feet. At 
the opposite end of the range is the 
Anthony Lakes ski area, with a base 
elevation of 7,100 feet, easily accessible 
by paved road. 

Vegetation of the Elkhorn Moun- 
tains varies from dry, open ponderosa 
pine forests at the lower elevations, to 
Douglas-fir, grand fir, western larch 
and lodgepole pine forests at middle 
elevations, and subalpine fir and En- 
gelmann spruce at higher, wetter sites. 
At the highest elevations, along wind 
swept ridges, are forests of white bark 
pine. 

Some of the common alpine plants 
you can expect to see in the Elkhorns 
are Arenaria aculeata,(synonym of 
Eremogone aculeata, prickly sand- 
wort), Cassiope mertensiana (mountain 
heather), Castilleja chrysantha (yellow 
Wallowa Indian paintbrush), Castilleja 
flava vat. rustica (country Indian paint- 
brush), Claytonia megarhiza (alpine 
springbeauty), Corydalis caseana ssp. 
cusickii (Cusick’s fumewort), Phyl- 
lodoce empetriformis (pink mountain 
heath), Poa cusickii (Cusick’s bluegrass), 
Polygonum phytolaccifolium (synonym 
of Aconogonon phytolaccifolium, alpine 
fleeceflower), and Rhodiola integri- 
folia (synonym of Sedum rosea ssp. 
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integrifolium, ledge stonecrop). Also 
high in the Elkhorn Mountains are 
shrublands of mountain big sagebrush 
(Artemisia tridentata ssp. vaseyana). 

A rare plant found in Oregon only 
in the Elkhorn Mountains is Geum ros- 
sii (Ross’ avens) of the rose family. A 
species in the parsley family that has a 
restricted range in Oregon but is found 
in the Elkhorns is Bupleurum america- 
num (American thorough-wax). And, 
perhaps the rarest plant found only in 
the Elkhorn Mountains and nowhere 
else on earth is Lomatium erythro- 
carpum (red-fruit desert-parsley), re- 
stricted to an area between Pine Creek, 
Rock Creek, and Twin Lakes. 

The Elkhorn Mountains provide a 
great Opportunity to experience some 
of the high elevation plants found in 
Oregon. Hosted by the William Cusick 
Chapter, the NPSO annual meeting 
will be held in Baker City July 26-28, 
and offer many field trips to view these 
high elevation plants.

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NPSO 2013 Annual Meeting, Baker City, July 26-28 


he William Cusick Chapter is 

hosting the 2013 Annual Meet- 
ing of the Native Plant Society of 
Oregon in Baker City, gateway to the 
Elkhorn Mountains of Northeastern 
Oregon, July 26 to 28. Why late July? 
Although the lower elevation sage- 
brush-bunchgrass steppe is fantastic 
in May and June, snow blocks access 
to the high mountain wild places, and 
at 6,500 to 8,000 feet, our mountain 
flora doesn’t wake up until mid- to late 
July. We will be basing our meeting 
out of historic Baker City. What is now 
Geiser-Pullman Park was a popular 
stop on the Oregon Trail. In 1862 gold 
was found just south of Baker City, 
in Griffin Gulch. The town of Baker 
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uch as this mountain goat, are common in the Twin L 


City was platted in 1864 and for many 
years was not only the seat of Baker 
County, but an important commerce 
center for gold, cattle, and timber, 
initially serviced by the overland stage 
(1865) and later the Transcontinental

Field Trips and Tour for NPSO Annual Meeting 2013 


Hes Trips and Tour Meeting Loca- 
tion: Geiser-Pollman Park, located 
in Baker City near the downtown 
corridor with perimeters fronting on 
Campbell, Grove, and Madison Streets. 
It also borders the Powder River and 
connects to the Leo Adler Parkway 

via a foot bridge located near the local 
library. 


Friday Tour: 


Plantworks Nursery and Union Cem- 
etery. Sandy Roth and Dick Kenton 
will give a tour of the nursery near Cove 
where they propagate native plant seed- 
lings for restoration projects for a vari- 
ety of land owners. Native shrubs are a 
specialty. On the return trip, we stop at 
Union Cemetery to visit the gravesite of 
William Cusick, a pioneering botanist 
in the Pacific Northwest for whom Cu- 
sick chapter is named. Meet at Geiser- 
Pollman Park to carpool at 1:30 pm, or 
join us at Plantworks in Cove at 2:30 
pm. Return to Baker by 5:30 pm for 
the social at Geiser Grand Hotel. 


Saturday Field Trips: 


Field trips will leave from Geiser- 
Pollman Park in downtown Baker City. 
Plan to arrive by 8:00 am. Sack lunches 
can be picked up by those who ordered 
them. Water bottles can be filled here. 
Leaders will not wait for latecomers. If 
all trip participants have arrived early, 
leaders of trips with longer drives may 
wish to leave before 8:30 am. All trips 
depart at 8:30 am with return by 4:30 
pm. Carpooling is highly encouraged 
and it is suggested that passengers 

pay the driver an appropriate amount 
of money (depending on the drive's 
length) to help defray the cost of 
gasoline and the wear and tear the car 
might experience. Dress appropriately 
for weather and bring plenty of water, 
lunch, sunscreen and good shoes/boots. 
Many trailheads are in the Anthony 
Lakes vicinity and will be about 45 — 70 
min. drive from Baker City. Exceptions 
are noted below. Visit http://william- 
cusick.npsoregon.org/for more detailed 
field trip information. 


1. Bigelow Lakes Botanical Area, 
Greenhorn Mountains. Moderate (4 
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miles). Leader: Mark Darrach, USFS 
Botanist/Geologist. We will drive to the 
top of the Greenhorn Mountains and 
the Vinegar Hill Scenic Area at about 
8,000 feet. Hiking the area we will see 
vistas of the glacially dissected north 
face of the Greenhorns, as well as the 
Strawberry and Elkhorn Mountains. 
The area includes significant expanses 
of serpentine where we may see Oreo- 
carya subretusa (synonym of Cryptantha 
sobolifera), Polystichum lemmonii, Ivesia 
gordonii, Lomatium tarantuloides (newly 
described species, not yet listed by the 
Oregon Flora Project), Potentilla cf. ver- 
sicolor and many others in dry land and 
wetland settings. There are steep spots, 
consider trekking poles. Drive time is 
about 1 hour and 40 minutes, 4WD 
and high ground clearance vehicles re- 
quired; vehicle availability will dictate 
the number of attendees allowed. 


2. Big Lookout Mountain, an isolated 
peak enroute to Snake River coun- 
try. Moderate (short). Leader: Berta 
Youtie, Ecologist and Siri Jackman, seed 
collector. Explore unique low elevation 
Wyoming sagebrush communities to 
high elevation mountain sagebrush and 
bitterbrush plant communities as well 
as western juniper, aspen, and Douglas 
fir woodlands. This will be an excellent 
time to see the regional endemic Pyrro- 
coma radiata (Snake River goldenweed) 
in full bloom. Terrific views in all direc- 
tions. Abundant Penstemon venustus 
blooms for miles along the road. /po- 
mopsis aggregata, Eriogonum heracleoides, 
and Eriogonum umbellatum are likely to 
be in bloom. Learn about seed collec- 
tion. Summit elev. 7,120 ft. Drive 86 
miles RT, some rough roads. 


3. Charles G. Johnson Research Natu- 
ral Area. Easy (very short). Leader: 
Jenifer Ferriel, Ecologist — Malheur, 
Umatilla, and Wallowa-Whitman Na- 
tional Forests. Explore a tufted hair 
grass meadow and creek bordered by 
bladder sedge, as well as the nearby 
aspen-spruce bottom, nestled in the 
midst of the Elkhorn Mountains. The 
Research Natural Area is bordered by 
the North Fork of the John Day River 
to the south and the Elkhorn Scenic 


Highway a short distance away to the 
north. It’s an easy 1/8th mile walk from 
the highway to the meadow, leaving 
lots of time to botanize. Plan on see- 
ing lots of wildflowers and getting your 
feet wet. Drive about 70 miles RT, on 
pavement. 


4. Crawfish Lake, Elkhorn Moun- 
tains. Easy (4 miles). Leader: Roger 
Ferriel, BLM Botanist. Hike to Craw- 
fish Lake, located in the northern por- 
tion of the North Fork of John Day 
Wilderness. We will see subalpine and 
wetland plants of the Blue Mountains 
and enjoy the stunning scenery of this 
remarkable area. The forest here is 
mostly Engelmann spruce, lodgepole 
pine, and subalpine fir. There are two 
ways to access the lake, there may be 
potential to do a shuttle and have an 
entirely downhill hike for about 3-4 
miles. Field trip could also include a 
side trip to Crawfish Meadow (2 miles 
RT, 400 ft elev. gain), if participants 
are interested. The trail is moderately 
strenuous, but potentially all downhill. 
The upper trailhead is at 7,200 feet, 
Crawfish Lake is at 6,900 ft., and the 
lower trailhead is at 6,200 ft. Drive 76 
miles RT, mostly pavement. 


5. Elkhorn Crest Trail via Marble 
Pass, Elkhorn Mountains. Moderate- 
Vigorous (9 miles). Leader: Gene 
Yates, Forest Botanist — Wallowa-Whit- 
man National Forest. Hike through the 
southern portion of the Elkhorn Crest 
National Recreation Trail that traverses 
the upper elevations of the Elkhorn 
Mountains. The trail winds through 
upper elevation mountain big sage- 
brush, fescue and elk sedge communi- 
ties before gradually gaining elevation, 
wandering through clumps of white- 
bark pine and subalpine fir that dot 

the ridge and upper slopes. A variety of 
habitats can be encountered, from rock 
gardens adorned with Phacelia sericea, 
Pedicularis contorta, Penstemon frutico- 
sus, P attenuatus, and Eriogonum spp. At 
4.5 miles an optional descent of 650 ft. 
brings one upon the strict local endem- 
ic, Lomatium erythrocarpum (red-fruited 
desert parsely). Mountain goat sightings 
very likely. Elev. 7,550-8,250 ft. Drive 
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65 miles RT, some rough roads. Rec- 
ommend high clearance 4WD. 


6. Headwaters of North Fork John 
Day River/Cunningham Cove, Elk- 
horn Mountains. Easy (5 miles or 
less). Leader: Paula Brooks, USFS Bot- 
anist. Visit the headwaters of the North 
Fork John Day River. This field trip will 
focus on an area that burned 16 years 
ago. We will see how the area has recov- 
ered since the Peavy cabin fire. We will 
also be able to admire riparian plants 
along the North Fork John Day River. 
There is a trail heading up to Cunning- 
ham Cove (trail 1643) from the end of 
the newly rebuilt gravel road (FS road 
73-380). We may take this trail, or we 
may just take short hikes from various 
points along the road. Elev. 5,900 ft. 

at trailhead. Drive 100 miles RT, good 


road. 


7. Hoffer Lakes and Anthony Lake, 
Elkhorn Mountains. Easy (3 miles 

or so). Leader: Jerry Hustafa, USFS 
Botanist. This field trip will visit an eas- 
ily accessible small subalpine lake (Elev. 
7,400 ft.), and moist meadow areas. 
There are big old trees, boggy areas, and 
perennial streams to explore. We will 
drive 35 miles from Baker City to An- 
thony Lakes campground (Elev. 7,150 
ft.). There is a $4.00 per car parking 

fee here. The trail leaves from the south 
side of Anthony Lakes, and is about one 
mile of moderate uphill hiking to Hof- 
fer Lakes. If time allows, we can also 
explore other meadow areas around An- 
thony Lakes. ‘There are many interesting 
sedges, and there may be a chance of 
seeing some elusive grapeferns. Drive 
70 miles RT, on pavement. 


8. Olive Lake to Saddle Camp, 
Greenhorn Mountains. Moderate 
(maximum 5.6 miles). Leader: Joan 
Frazee, Forest Botanist — Umatilla Na- 
tional Forest. Hike south from Olive 
Lake into the Greenhorn Mountains. 
The trail winds through mixed conifer 
forest skirting a marshy meadow with 
numerous species of Carex, includ- 
ing Carex echinata; potential to find 
Botrychium spp., Athyrium americanum, 
and a showy moss species Helodium 
blandowii. Proximal to Lake Cr, there 
is potential to see Swertia perennis and 
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Gentiana calycosa. As the trail climbs 
higher in the Greenhorn Mountains, 
known for its vast serpentine outcrops, 
there is potential to find Polystichum 
lemmonii. The trail continues to Saddle 
Camp at 7,070 feet with opportuni- 
ties to hike south along the picturesque 
Saddle Ridge. Elev. 6,000-7,000 ft. 
Drive 116 miles RT: 


9. The Lakes Lookout, Elkhorn 
Mountains. Easy (3 miles). Leader: 
Sabine Mellmann-Brown, USFS Area 
Ecologist. Visit an easily accessible 
high elevation (8,500 feet) site in the 
Elkhorn Mountains. Learn about the 
whitebark pine community including 
the widespread plight of blister rust. 
The short and moderately steep (about 
one mile each way), trail leads from 
near the top of the Anthony Lakes ski 
lift to the site of an old fire lookout. 
The view is spectacular; you will look 
down into Crawfish Basin, the head- 
waters of the North Fork John Day 
River, and the headwaters of Anthony 
Creek. Expect to see white bark pine 
and subalpine fir as the dominant trees. 
Wildflowers will include paintbrushes, 
penstemons, cinquefoils, and other 
subalpine species. The area is dry, well 
drained granitic soils, so most plants 
will be upland species. Drive 79 miles 
RT, high clearance vehicle (4WD not 
necessary) needed for last 1.5 miles. 


Trailhead (Elev. 7,800 ft.). 


10. Van Patten Lake, Elkhorn Moun- 
tains. Moderate (4 miles). Leader: 
Susan Geer, USFS Botanist/Ecologist. 
A short but steep hike. Arnica parryi, 
Gentiana calycosa, Cassiope mertensiana, 
and Phyllodoce empetriformis may be 
seen along the trail. In the large basin 
containing Van Patten Lake at 7,396 
ft., meadows above and around the 
lake contain Rhododendron albiflorum, 
Penstemon fruticosus, and Aquilegia fla- 
vescens. We continue beyond the lake 
through large boulders and scattered 
whitebark pines. Granitic rocks above 
the lake yield Geum rossii. Those who 
wish may continue 0.2 miles to the 
saddle between Van Patten Butte and 
adjacent unnamed peak, or even uphill 
through huge boulders and snags to the 
summit at 8,729 ft. Elev. 6,550-7,396 
ft. Drive 65 miles RT, on pavement.

Your Tour of Wildflower

Legislative Committee Update 


by Billy Don Robinson, Legislative Chair 


PSO's legislation to ban the 
planting of Arundo donax in Or- 

egon had its first public hearing. Tes- 
timony on HB2813 was heard by the 
Oregon House Energy and Environ- 
ment Committee on March 19, at the 
capitol in Salem. NPSO was supported 
by Friends of the Columbia River 
Gorge, The Confederated Tribes of the 
Umatilla Indian Reservation, Portland 
Audubon Society, WaterWatch Or- 
egon, Trout Unlimited, and individuals 
who provided supporting comments. 

NPSO made the point that under 
the current Oregon Department of 
Agriculture (ODA) rule, any corpora- 
tion could commercially exploit A. 
donax. NPSO's Scientific Advisor on 
A. donax, Susan Aldrich-Markham, 
gave detailed testimony regarding the 
inevitable escape and spread if this spe- 
cies is planted on a commercial scale. 


HB2813 is the only legislative remedy 
able to rescind the current ODA rule. 
Portland General Electric (PGE) op- 
posed the bill, as did Oregon Associa- 
tion of Nurseries.

W: are very pleased to announce 
that the Kiilsgaard-Greene Fund 
of the Oregon Community Foundation 
made a generous donation of $2,000 to 
NPSO’s Leighton Ho fund. 

The Leighton Ho Field Botany 
Award is made for a project that con- 
ducts basic field research into the biol- 
ogy and distribution of Oregon's native 
and naturalized flora and vegetation or 
that promotes native plant conserva- 
tion through better understanding of 
Oregon's flora and vegetation and the 
factors affecting their survival. Western 
Oregon is the focus area for use of the 
Leighton Ho Award. 

The most recent grantees have 
been: Kimberley Higgs, who used the 
cinnabar moth to study rapid evolution 
in an insect introduced for biological 
control and the risk to native, non- 
target host plants; Rhiannon Thomas, 
who studied nectar availability for 
the rare Fender's Blue Butterfly; An- 
drea Thorp and Robert Massatti, who 
worked on range-extension of Hen- 
derson’s checkermallow; Jennifer Mod- 
liszewski, who worked on the genetics 
of local Mimulus species; Evan Frost, 
who inventoried rare plants in serpen- 
tine fens; Harold Zald, who worked on 
plant distributions in Jefferson Park; 
and Malanie Gisler, who carried out the 
re-introduction of Henderson’s check- 
ermallow near the northern Oregon 
coast.

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April 2013 NPSO Board Meeting Highlights

he Oregon Department of Agri- 

culture (ODA) list of rare and en- 
dangered species has not been updated 
for many years. ODA, which has juris- 
diction over non-federal lands, needs 
to be petitioned to do a review of the 
list. The Board approved a motion to 
recruit a volunteer to petition ODA to 
update their rare and endangered list. 

Postage costs are increasing as the 
US Postal Service now requires we use 
a heavier stock of paper for the Bul- 
letin. The printer we have been using 
offered a bid of $535 per Bulletin issue, 
including tabbing. The Board approved 
a motion to accept the bid. 

The nominees for the Directors at 
Large positions for 2013-2015 are Ka- 
reen Sturgeon, Michael Hartman, and 
Dan Luoma. 

The Board reviewed the High Des- 
ert Chapter draft by-laws (the Chapter 
is currently inactive). Dan Luoma will 
get back to the chapter as well as the 
NPSO President and Treasurer on what 
is required next. 


The Rare and Endangered 


Committee wants to pursue grants for 
the Citizen Rare Plant Watch program 
(they currently have 85 people inter- 
ested in volunteering in the program) 
to buy GPS units, etc. The Board ap- 
proved a motion to allow Erin Gray 

to get small grants without Board ap- 
proval if no strings are attached. If an 
endorsement or other string is attached 
to the grant, then the grant would need 
Board approval. 

The Board approved a motion to 
set up a committee to study expansion 
of NPSO’s mission and where to house 
a possible part time position, as well 
as establish a Development Fund and 
ask people to contribute to such a fund 
to help NPSO grow. Acting President 
Billy Don Robinson appointed Mary 
Beth Averill, Erin Gray, Cecile Shohet 
and Frances Stilwell to be on the com- 
mittee. The committee is to develop 
the Development Fund purpose and 
administration, and present to the 
Board.

We also track the website 
usage through Google Analytics, and we see some interesting trends: Last month 
the oregonflora.org site had over 3,200 visits, up 34% from the previous month. 
The activity on the website correlates with the growing season—more visits between 
March and August, with a dip during the autumn and winter.

Botanizing Lake County 


he first workshop of NPSO’s new botanical education program was held in the high desert of Lake County, Oregon this 
May. Jake Hurlbert, Cheahmill Chapter member, shared the following observations of the flora (and fauna) that he and 


fellow workshop participants encountered: 


Lucile [Housley], Cecile [Shohet/, 
and Cindy Roché identified over 100 
plants and I categorized three insects... 
Several lizards disappeared as soon as 
they were seen. Many birds dotted Sum- 
mer Lake including a White Pelican 
pair that stood out on a distant shore 


while Long Billed Dowitchers stirred the 


mud below with their beaks looking for 
arthropods...I was disappointed that we 
saw no rattlesnakes or ticks. 

Beautiful lichens covered the rocks 
while some caught sight of antelopes 
along side the road. Unfortunately, no 
mushrooms were found. A reference to 
Ergot of Rye (a poisonous fungus that 
grows on grain) was made that once in- 
fected the food supply of earlier natives.

Lomatium pastorale, a New Species in Northeast Oregon 


dee pastorale is a new species 
endemic to Oregon, found only in 
the Umatilla and Wallowa-Whitman 
National Forests of Umatilla County. It 
grows in “scabland” areas with shallow 
soils over basalt bedrock, producing 
bright yellow flowers in late May or 
early June. Based on observations of 
annual root crown scars, it is estimated 
that some individuals may live 60 years 
or more. While there are currently only 
two confirmed locations, L. pastorale 
can grow densely and the population 
size is estimated to be around 10,000 
individuals. It appears to proliferate 

in disturbed landscapes, so one reason 
for this population density may be the 
intensive sheep grazing that historically

occurred in the area. Indeed, L. 
pastorale was named for the area’s 
history as a summer range for domestic 
sheep. While it was initially named 

L. pastoralis, the ending was changed 
in accordance with Latin gender 
agreement. 

Distinctive characteristics of L. 
pastorale include its fruits, which are 
narrowly elliptical, and its flower 
stalks which, at maturity, typically 
trail on the ground. L. leptocarpum 
and L.ambiguum are similar species in 
the local area but the former has more 
oblong fruits, while the latter does not 
have ground trailing flower stalks.

Our herbarium is composed of vouchers from the Arboretum collection, hoytarboretum.gardenexplorer.org, including our 
62 IUCN globally endangered species, invasive species as educational tools, and regional species to capture current ecological

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A Grand Day Exploring Bristow Prairie's Varied Habitats

n Friday, June 28, Emerald 

Chapter members John Koenig, 
Gail Baker, Clay Gautier, and I went 
up into the Calapooya Mountains to 
explore Bristow Prairie. It was a great 
day with all kinds of interesting discov- 
eries. As we drove along the ridge on 
Road 5850, my companions spotted 
what I had looked for but missed on 
all my previous trips: the trailhead for 
the north end of the official trail. I'm 
so glad it really exists and will have to 
check it out sometime. But it is still 
much closer to what I find most inter- 
esting, to start from the middle where 


the meadows reach the road. Right 
away, we saw many of the wonderful 
tiny annuals I wrote about last year. We 
were going to stop in the first shade to 
eat lunch as soon as possible, but with 
all the pretty flowers in the meadow, 

it took quite a while. As we continued 
on toward my first destination, the 
south-facing bald on the Lane County 
side, there were fewer plants in bloom, 
but there were a number of Lilium 
columbianum in bud and lots of false 
hellebore (all three of our species of 
Veratrum can be seen here, but damned 
if 1 know how to distinguish them out 


of bloom). 

The rocky bald was in its prime. 
The soil was still moist from the recent 
rains, and all the annuals looked re- 
ally fresh. Many of these tiny beauties 
are uncommon and were new to my 
companions, including candelabrum 
monkeyflower (Mimulus pulsiferae), 
mountain blue curls (7richostemma 
oblongum), and whisker brush (Lepto- 
siphon ciliatus). There were also many 
beautiful perennials. The buckwheats 
were picture perfect, both sulphur

(Eriogonum umbellatum) and northern 
buckwheat (£. compositum). Gail found 
an unusual and very attractive pink- 
flowered one. I've seen them looking 
pinkish in bud, and many turn reddish 
as they fade, but these were quite fresh. 
There were many pretty hotrock pen- 
stemons (Penstemon deustus) that were 
more compact than I'm used to. Many 
farewell-to-spring (Clarkia amoena) 
were in bloom, but they were so much 
smaller than those on Tire Mountain 
and elsewhere in the county that there 
was some question as to their species 
until we looked carefully at their up- 
right, glabrous buds. 

There are lots of odd things hap- 
pening in this area, perhaps because 
this is the transition zone between 
the California and Northern Floris- 
tic Zones, but oddest of these is the 
variation in the cat's ears. Elegant 
cat's ear (Calochortus elegans) is a very 
small-flowered species common in 
Douglas County but not recorded for 


Calochortus elegans has very small flowers, 
so this is most likely at least a hybrid of it. 


Lane County and rarely farther north, 
west of the Cascade Crest. From Lane 
County north, mountain cat's ear (C. 
subalpinus) is the common species, but 
it peters out around here with very few 
records in Douglas County. Tolmie's 
cat's ear (C. tolmiei) is found in both 
directions, but it tends to be at lower

elevations. I have studied this popula- 
tion before, and I'm no expert, but | 
would call it a hybrid swarm. The flow- 
ers cover the gamut of the three species, 
from small thumbnail-sized blossoms 
to ones twice the size. There are ones 
with purple markings, yellow markings, 
even reddish ones, and some are solid 
white. Some have strongly pointed pet- 
als, while others are much more round- 
ed. The amount of fringe and hairs also 
varies greatly. The trouble is that the 
individual flowers seem to have charac- 
teristics of more than one species at a 
time. I looked carefully at several, and 
the nectaries seem to resemble those of 
C. elegans, so along with the small size 
of many, I'm pretty sure that we at least 
have some genes of C. elegans in Lane 
County, even if we can't say for sure 

if there are any pure ones. Whatever 

is going on here, it is really fun to see 
so many variations. And there seemed 
to be thousands of them in bloom in 
both the bald and drier parts of the 
meadows. I've posted more photos 

of them at http://westerncascades. 
com/2013/07/03/unusual-variability- 
of-cats-ears-at-bristow-prairie. 

From the bald, we headed down 
the main meadow past some unex- 
pected patches of wetland flowers. 
Then came a short bushwhack into the 
woods to find the hidden lakes. Thank- 
fully, we found them with no problem. 
I'm calling them North and South 
Secret Lakes for the obvious reason that 
you can't see them from anywhere. We 
had a fun time exploring them, mainly 
the south one on the Douglas County 
side of the county line, which coinci- 
dentally appears to run between them. 
John and I ended up bushwhacking 
through a brushy area of willows and 
blooming creek dogwood (Cornus seri- 
cea) at the far end of the lake. There 
was some shrubless wetland on the far 
side that was filled with gorgeous tall 
bluebells (Mertensia paniculata). Elk 
had made a maze of paths through 
here, leading to a small creek. 

We decided to leave our boots on 
for the short trek up to the meadow 
and through a brief boundary of forest 
around the main lake. The north side 
we popped out on was very wet, and 
there was no getting near some pretty 


cottongrass, so we headed to the other 
side where there were lots of elephant's 
head (Pedicularis groenlandica). On the 
way, we passed a small patch of sun- 
dews (Drosera rotundifolia) that I had 
never noticed before. Heading back 

up from the lake, I spotted a much 
more unusual addition to the list, a 
very small annual called false-mermaid 
(Floerkea proserpinacoides) that I'd only 
seen a few times before, much farther 
south. It seemed awfully close to the 
county line, so, since it would be a new 
county record, I double-checked the 
maps, but I believe it is just over on 
the Douglas County side—darn! It was 
getting quite late, so I did not spend 
any time trying to find it farther north 
in the meadow. That will have to wait 
for another trip. 

With all the cool things we'd seen, 
we thought we had done pretty well 
and were ready to head home when we 
reached the car. It was much later than 
any of us had realized. But the excite- 
ment was not over yet. While snacking 
and milling around the car, I went to 
check out the damp ditch on the other 
side of the road. I noticed some of the 
little orange-yellow blossoms of bog St. 
John’s wort (Hypericum anagalloides). 
Clay had asked about it earlier in the 
day when we saw the little leaves creep- 
ing about the wetland, so I called him 
over to see the flowers. While bending 
down to show him, I spotted some very 
tiny clusters of yellow-green balls, rath- 
er grape-like—a grapefern or moon- 
wort (Botrychium)! It was least moon- 
wort (B. simplex), the same species that 
grows at Waterdog Lake. This is only 
the second place I've ever seen it. I was 
thrilled, to say the least. Late though 
it was, we couldn't just leave without 
looking at these more carefully. We 
counted several dozen, but there could 
well have been more. They seemed to 
disappear as soon as | stood up. I also 
marked what appeared to be the ends 
of the narrow strip they were growing 
in, so Molly Juillerat, the Forest Service 
botanist, could find them later.

N { anaging native plant gardens is 


a learning experience. Let the 
native plants and native fauna either 
control, repel, destroy, or adapt to 
“pests.” An established healthy garden 
is a lively community of plants, insects, 
birds, reptiles, snails, slugs, worms, 
small mammals, you, your family, pets, 
and visitors. 

You select new plants for your gar- 
den that meet your requirements for 
beauty, structure, and usefulness. The 
native plants you select will do well 
in your garden if your garden has the 
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right soil texture, nutrients, drainage, 
room for necessary root growth, suit- 
able sun exposure, and seasonal water 
supply. 

How do you know which garden 
resident or visitor is friend or foe? 
Walking around the garden frequently 
or sitting and watching the garden is 
the best way to learn. Pest management 
consists of monitoring life cycle chang- 
es in the plant and animal species, the 
weather, and whether you, as garden 
manager, are supplying too much or 
too little water, keeping garden litter

under control, washing off powdery 
mildew, detritus, and dust from leaves 
as needed, removing weeds before they 
flower and seed, and pruning at the

For example, in intense sunlight, 
pruning to open up dense canopy can 
cause previously shaded plant leaves 
and stems to sunburn (sunscald). In ex- 
treme heat, growing plant tips or buds 
may shrivel and soft stems split, ap- 
pearing diseased. Extremely cold tem- 
peratures usually blacken new growth. 
In either temperature extreme, the 
entire plant may die. Native plants may 
recover by sloughing off dead growth 
or stump sprouting. 

Is it surprising that discussions of 
integrated pest management involve 
environmental factors affecting soil, 
drainage, nutrients, heat, cold, and sun 
exposure? Unless major disturbance 
(drought, flood, fire, bulldozers) or 
invasion (alien pests, large mammals) 
of the garden occurs and disrupts the 
garden's natural defenses, there is no 
need to resort to any pesticides or other 
radical measures. 
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Which garden inhabitants are 
“pests,” friends, or both? Native plants 
will tolerate insect damage when the 
insects supply pollination or other ser- 
vices to the plants later. Consider some 
caterpillars, messily munching plant 
parts, but then morphing into butter- 
flies that pollinate flowers and enhance 
the garden with their beauty. As garden 
manager, be patient. Discover which 
caterpillars are essential to the life in 
the garden and which caterpillars you

may have to deal with. 

Plant species may time their flow- 
ering and fruiting cycles so they are 
completed before an insect is in the 
most plant-predatory part of its life 
cycle. Or they may schedule a second 
period of growth for the more benign 
or beneficial part of a plant predator's 
life cycle. Many plants have chemi- 
cals in their mature leaves, stems, and 
roots that repel or are toxic to plant 
predators. 

Dont like flies or beetles? Some

hover fly genera (e.g., Syrphus) are 
pollinators as adults. Their larvae eat 
aphids and other plant predators. Stink 
beetles (Eleodes spp.) consume decom- 
posing plant material as adults, but 
their larvae eat plant roots. Rodents 
and scorpions eat stink beetles. Both 
larval and adult ladybird beetles (fam- 
ily Coccinellidae) enjoy aphids, mealy 
bugs, other soft-bodied insects, and 
mites. 

Spiders are essential, fascinating 
members of the garden community, 
especially when an insect population 
explodes. They hide in tunnels and 
crevices, spin gauzy clumps, cast strong 
nets of elaborate design, lurk under 
leaves and petals, or drift through the 
air on gossamer threads. If you do not 
like them, respect them as hunters. 

Keep in mind that birds and ro- 
dents need more food when raising 
families. A feeding area with seeds and 
cut-up fruit far from the garden helps 
lessen impacts of this temporary popu- 
lation explosion on your more vulnera- 
ble plants. During spring and summer, 
visiting the garden shows the resident 
mammals and birds who is in charge. 
Observing their feeding activities tells 
you when to tour the garden to protect 
your plants, and when not to disturb 
the creatures eating the plant pests.

could be members. 

In the eyes of foundations, grant- 
ors, and policy makers, NPSO is a 
powerful organization with a long his- 
tory of committed members who have 
consistently impacted Oregon life. The 
Development Committee (a subgroup 
of board members) of NPSO is pon- 
dering the question of what else we 
can or should do as an organization to 
examine the possibilities/desires for the 
future and plan strategically, wanting 
to represent as best as we can the voices 
of our membership across Oregon and 
utilize our resources to best represent 
the native, wild flora of Oregon. Re- 
cent dedicated work on the Arundo 
donax issue points to the breadth of 
what there is to do and how much we 
can accomplish. 

Membership in NPSO is currently 
830 and has been at about this level for 
a number of years, with a good number 
of members each year choosing not to 
renew, 17% in 2013, and interestingly, 
with about the same number of incom- 
ing, new members. Knowing why so 
many choose not to renew might be 
helpful for the organization — and,

wow what a win if we could gain 17% 
in membership each year. In 2002, 
our membership was 11% higher at 
934. And what about demographics? 
Although we don’t track age statistics, 
it can be safely said that the majority 
of our membership is 45 and over... 
Where are our 20 and 30 somethings? 
We need them to carry NPSO into 
the future, protecting, educating, and 
promoting our precious native, wild, 
flora. How can NPSO attract younger 
members and why aren't we now? 
From 2002 through 2004, a Stra- 
tegic Planning Committee (Kareen 
Sturgeon, Nick Otting, Kelly Van Nor- 
man, Linda Hardison, and Leslie Ros- 
smell) met to revise NPSO’s Mission 
Statement and write the NPSO Hand- 
book (2005). They concluded that the 
membership was doing a good job of 
enjoying and studying native plants 
and habitats, and that the organiza- 
tion’s focus on conservation could be 
expanded. They believed that strength- 
ening our efforts in this direction 
would bring us in line with our stated 
mission and, importantly, would help 
us increase our visibility and member- 
ship. Informal conversations of several

early career professional botanists and 
recent graduates from Oregon State 
University in Corvallis suggested simi- 
lar findings. They enjoyed attending a 
meeting or two of their local chapters — 
but didn’t find activities that motivated 
them enough to become involved. 

At the stage of life that these recent 
graduates were in — establishing a ca- 
reer, becoming knowledgeable in their 
fields, having limited time and a deep 
concern and love for the environment 
- NPSO’s activities didn’t resonate 
strongly with them. For them, compel- 
ling civic activities are mission focused, 
like a stream clean-up with social, net- 
working time following the event; or a 
training that then enabled them to lead 
an event — they point to the popularity 
of NPSO’s Citizen’s Rare Plant Watch 
for this reason. 

A quick glance at the California 
Native Plant Society's (CNPS) website 
reveals full-fledged programming in six 
categories: Conservation, Education, 
Growing Natives, Rare Plant Science 
and Vegetation. A closer look at one of 
these — the Education program — shows 
a variety of professional-level botanical 
workshops, educational curricula de- 
signed for a variety of age levels, a state- 
wide scientific conference every three 
years with smaller symposia held more 
frequently, a citizen science based Rare 
Plant Treasure Hunt that engages the 
public and students alike, and an edu- 
cational grant program to help students 
with research and the financing of their 
education. Josie Crawford, the Direc- 
tor of Education at CNPS shared her 
philosophy with me a short time ago: 
CNPS strives to offer botany/ecology 
students their first chance at present- 
ing their research at a CNPS scientific 
conference; then offers them high level 
professional trainings in vegetation sci- 
ence, ecology, plant taxonomy, etc. 

Californias population is 10 times 
that of Oregon’s — and CNPS has ten 
times more members, about10,000. 
We can never do what CNPS does, nor 
do we want to be like California. But 
we can provide opportunities to train 
and attract younger, environmentally- 
minded Oregonians (and ourselves) 
and develop fuller programming within 
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the Education/ Conservation/ Rare 
Plant Science/ Vegetation/ Growing 
Natives categories. It would be fun! 

The Washington Native Plant So- 
ciety is more similar to NPSO in terms 
of its memberships with 1600 (down 
from 1800) members, about double 
the size of NPSO. WNPS was founded 
in 1976, built their organization 
slowly, and currently has an Execu- 
tive Director, one other three-quarter 
time individual, and 5 - 6 people on 
service contracts. Their state organiza- 
tional expenses range from $130,000 
to $150,000 and include office space 
open to the public. Membership dues, 
donations in excess, grants, and plant 
sales provide these operating expenses 
yearly. 

The first step in the process of 
growing an organization is to develop 
a strategic plan. With a strategic plan 
in place, NPSO could apply for grants 
from both foundations and govern- 
mental granting sources. Strategic 
planning is an organization's process 
of defining its strategy, or direction, 
and making decisions on allocating

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its resources to pursue this strategy. 
Perhaps the first step once grant mon- 
ies are obtained would be to hire an 
Executive Director - someone to keep 
the momentum going, fundraise, de- 
velop and implement programs, and 
maintain the continuity of what has 
been created. Foundations want to see 
some particular person is responsible 
for following through after funding 

is granted. The Ford Family Founda- 
tion in Roseburg funds organizations 
like NPSO to create a strategic plan, 
as long as a financial plan is in place to 
become self-sustaining in the future. 

If the membership determines this 
to be a good path for NPSO, a fund- 
raising campaign to show potential 
grantors we are serious will be our next 
step. Please let the development com- 
mittee know how you feel. In the next 
Bulletin, there will be a questionnaire 
so you can let the board know what 
the NPSO membership wants for the 
future. And, if you are moved to do so 
sooner, drop me a line (cshohet@gmail. 
com), letting the development commit- 
tee know your ideas... Yes, feedback is 
really wanted!

A free internet search program has 
collated wildflower information from 
half a dozen of the West's largest her- 
bariums. Developed as a public service 
by retired Tektronix primary engineer 
Steven K. Sullivan, www.wildflow- 
ersearch.com identifies which of more 
than 3000 catalogued wildflowers are 
likely to be blooming during any given 
week, at any given location west of the 
Rocky Mountains.

distribution, and a chart of the flower's 
bloom time for different elevations.

Wildflowers in Poetry and Illustration 
August saw the publication of Wildflowers of the Coast, by John G. Fitch. This 


is a collection of 70 poems, each describing a particular flowering plant native to 
the Pacific Northwest. Pen-and-ink drawings by Bonnie Moro accompany about 
20 of the poems. A unique feature of the book is its integration of poetry with de- 
tailed, botanically accurate description. Here is a typical example, John’s poem on 


“Vanilla Leaf.” 
Vanilla Leaf, Achlys triphylla 


Often in the forest you will find a carpet 

of rounded yellow-green leaves. Among them 
are slender spikes of cream-white flowers 

like miniature torches in the woodland gloom. 
Each leaf is held a foot above ground 

by a wiry stem sent up from the rhizome. 

Its shape: a circle with scalloped edges 

and deep clefts running like spokes to the center, 
splitting it into three lobes or leaflets. 

To children’s delight, if you take out the central 
lobe, the remaining two by magic 

transform to a pair of angel wings. 

First and last the leaf is ghostly. 

In spring it emerges furled, an almost 

colorless membrane, a delicate fan; 

in fall, when the leaf itself is gone, 

its veins persist as a lacy network. 

Each leaf contains an elusive fragrance: 

drying, they release a faint scent of vanilla 

or new-mown hay. Once country folk 

would collect them and hang them in bunches to perfume 
the house and ward off flies and mosquitoes, 
and they named the plant Sweet After Death. 


John Fitch was formerly Professor and Chair of the Department of Greek 
and Roman Studies at the University of Victoria. He is a member of the Victoria 
Natural History Society. Bonnie Moro has previously prepared illustrations for or- 
ganizations such as the Cactus and Succulent Information Exchange, the Rock and 
Alpine Club, and the Rhododendron Society of Victoria.

her outstanding article (and source for 
much of the information presented 
here), “Botanizing in the Swala-lahos 
Floristic Area” (Kalmiopsis 17, 2010). 
The Swala-lahos Floristic Area (SFA), 
which is the focus of our meeting, is 
part of the larger Coast Range Zone 
within the Pacific Northwest Rainfor- 
est Biome and lies mostly within the 
summer fog zone. Annual precipitation 
ranges from 85” at sea level to over 
150” at higher elevations and, even 
though summers tend to be rain-free, 
in early June we should expect rain 
(and hope for sunshine). 

Most of the forested lands in the 
region are privately owned and have 
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average attendance; number of work 
parties and average attendance. 

Linda Hardison submitted a writ- 
ten citizen plant data gathering concept 
paper to the Board. This would be a 
collaborative project with NPSO, Berry 
Seed Bank, and Oregon Flora Proj- 
ect. Necessary components would be 
training of outing leaders, educational 
content for participants, and database 
development and maintenance of data 
gathered. They are seeking foundation 
funding for a half time person. The 
grant would go to OFP or Berry Seed 
Bank, since they have the structure to 
administer the grant. It was moved, 
seconded and passed to support going 
forward with this collaborative project. 

Development Committee Report: 
Cecile Shohet has written a Bulletin 
article. The first step is to find out what 
the memberships wants. A question- 
naire will be in the Bulletin and also 
posted on the listserve; the commit- 
tee wants feedback/comments. Each 
chapter president should get chapter 
feedback. Regarding paid staff, NPSO 
would need to develop a strategic plan. 
We have received a quote of $10,000 
to write a plan for us; or we could try 
for a grant from the Ford Family Foun- 
dation; or write it ourselves. 


been logged repeatedly. Less than 10% 
of the land is conserved, and the par- 
cels that are protected are small and 
scattered. Nevertheless, the SFA is an 
area of high species diversity with many 
endemics, interesting mixes of boreal, 
xeric/continental, and California taxa, 
and unique habitats worthy of protec- 
tion. Despite being extensively and reg- 
ularly visited by botanists, this floristic 
region continues to reveal new plant 
species and range extensions. Since 
1986, the North Coast Land Conser- 
vancy (NCLC) has taken a leadership 
role in protecting habitats and con- 
necting the landscape from the tops of 
mountains to the seashore. Several trips 


will be led by NCLC members, who 


Esther McEvoy presented a written 
report to the Board on Oregon Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (ODA) rare plant 
funding. The State Plant Conservation 
Program did not get any funding from 
the Oregon Legislature this year. A 
proposal will be made at the Invasive 
Species Council meeting in November 
to ask for 1% of the total surcharge fees 
to go to Invasive Species funding and 
include the Rare Plant program. If ap- 
proved by ODA, this would be a more 
consistent base of funding. NPSO 
members are encouraged to attend the 
Invasive Species Council in Salem on 
November 19-20. 

The Board approved having all 
Bulletin issues on the website. Erika 
Wedenoja has Rhoda Love's Bulletins 
back to 1979.

will focus on their efforts to restore 
many of these special sites. 

If you are unfamiliar with Oregon's 
Coast Range, you might be surprised 
at how rugged the topography is. 

The base of the range is an ancient 
marine rock surface of Eocene basalt 
that was subsequently covered by lay- 
ers of marine sediments and ash and 
lava from volcanic eruptions. Uplift 
of this oceanic plate as it docked with 
the North American plate, followed by 
continued uplift along the latter’s mar- 
gin, created the Coast Range, which 
is still crumpling and rising. During 
the Miocene, Columbia Plateau flood 
basalts flowed down ancient Columbia

River valleys, some flows reaching 
the ocean and giving rise to what are 
now the tallest peaks in the area, such 
as Saddle Mountain (3288’), Angora 
Peak (2651’), and Onion Peak (3057). 
Since the Pleistocene, sea levels have 
risen 350’. A new subduction zone now 
pushes under the continent, with at- 
tendant earthquakes and tsunamis. The 
shoreline falls a few meters every few 
centuries during these events, burying 
forests. Subsequent erosion, such as 
from the series of storms that hit the 
coast in 1997-98, exposes standing 
dead trees. Such “ghost forests” and 
buried wood in coastal wetlands are 
evidence of the last subduction zone 
earthquake in 1700.
